T h e y were pre­
vented, however , f r o m expa t ia t ing upon 
its fa i rness by the court , as that was a 
matter of w h i c h the court took judt.- iai 
notice, and a casual inspect ion of the para 
p t e r n a l i a , w h i c h was on exh ib i t i on , and 
ready f o r man ipu la t ion , should the occa 
sion require, has t i ly led the court to con­
clude that it was not a faro game such as 
was contemplated by the statute. T h e de­
c is ion of the court is as f o l l o w s : 

In this case the county attorney has de 
murred to the compla in t upou the ground 
that it does not state facts suff icient to con­
stitute a cause of ac t ion . 

It is c l a imed by t h - county at torney that 
the game w h i c h is descr ibed and set fo r th 
i n the comp aint is not the game of fa ro re­
fer red to i n the statutes, and f o r w h i c h 
l icente t are issue.1 by the county treasurer 
The legislature »t us last session passed a 
b i l l , w h i c h is ent i t led " A n act to prohib i t 
cer ta in g a m b l i n g games," and f i x i n g pen­
alties tor v io la t iou thereof: ana this l aw 
provides in effect that no licenses sha l l be 
issued fo r new games, except those w h i c h 
are ca l led and k n o w n as f a r o bank and 
round the table poker, or the se l l i ng of 
options. P a n s mutuals and pools at races. 

T h e supreme court of the terr i tory of 
Montana , i n the case of K e n n o n vs. K i n g , 
2 M o n t 487, has decided that it is a ques­
t ion f o r the court , and uot f o r the j u r y , to 
decide whether a game of cards, usually-
ca l led poker , is a game of chance, and 
w i t h i n the statute r equ i r ing keepers of 
houses where games of chance are p layed 
for money to pay license therefor . 

I am of the opin ion , therefore, that the 
court, wi thout hear ing test imony, can de­
cide whether or not the game of Russ ian 
faro, w h i c h is described i n the compla in t , 
is one fo r wh ich a license can be issued by 
the county treasurer, under the l aws w h i c h 
1 have just referred to. A n d i n m y opin­
ion it is not such a game as can be l icensed 
by the laws of this t e r r i to ry ; m i l the 
county treasurer w o u l d be v i o l a t i n g the 
statute i f he were to issue a license to any 
person to p lay this game, and w o u l d ren­
der h imse l f l i ab le to the penalt ies w h i c h 
are therein prescr ibed. F o r these reasons 
the demurrer to the compla in t w i l l be sus 
tained.
